GENERAL GRANT'S VISIT. 
(rom a Correspondent.) 
s 6th, May. 

At‘an early. hour yesterday morving 
preparatious began to be made for the 
receplion of General Grant, About 10] 
o’olook several hundreds of Chinese troops! 
were drawn up on tho Bund on either side 
of the Consular steps, and five rounds of 
ball (not blank) cartridge were served out to 
each man, A beautiful reception tent wan 
erected near the ateps, whereon and around 
which the flags of numeroud nations 
floated in the breeza, The tont was 
beautifully “decked with flowers, and 
‘everything was in porfect readiness for the 
reception long before the time at which 
the Getieral was expected, i¢ 4 30 p.m. 
Sevoral of the Vioeroy’s gunbon's and 4 
great number of war junks were auchored 
at como distancs from Shameen ready to 
aaluie His Excellenoy. “ 

The arrival of the Kinshan somewhat 
clamped the ardour of the numerous foreign 
and, Chinese ‘sight-seérs, She reported 
having pasaed the U, 8.8. Ashuelot near 
the Bogus, ‘This of course meant that 
the latter vessel could not reach Canton 
until dark. Notwithstanding this intellig- 
enca the eyos of the spectators were con- 
stantly turned towards Macao F. rt, and 
the consequence was ‘that several false 
reports as to smoke, funnel, and ilgging 
created no little stir amongst the crowd; 
and it was really paioful to witness the 
way in which the citizens endeavoured to 
suppress their respective emotions. ; 

But Night's dark mantle ot last 
began - to fall upon the soene, and 
hope gave way to despair, The soldicrs 
wore reluctantly told that thoy need. wait 
nolonger, as General Grant would not land 
offloially. that night; and the Band was 
soon as ‘peaceful. as ever. - 

At 8,30 p.m. one of the Viceroy’s small 
- gunboats brought word that the Ashuelot 
wan outside, Macao Fort and would bein 
Centon in about half an hour, This proved 
to ba oorrect for the Hghts were goon 
visible, and at nine o'clcok the Ashuslot 
steamed slowly along to tho anchorage. 
Alter a number of coloured lights bad been 
burned and o few, rockets fired from 
the Ashuelot, the General landed, and was 
reooived by the U.S, Consul, and greeted 
with three cheers from the small knot of 
foreigners who were fortunate enough to 
vitnees the landing. Tho night was beau: 
tiful; the moon phineJbrilliantly, and oooa- 
dloual flashes. of lightning’ from distant 
douds, and muglad muttering © peas. of 
Heaven's artillery lent 8 charm to the 
mene. A salute was fired by-one of the 
Viosroy's gunboat, .

About two hundred and fifty peopl 
(Europeans und Chinose) availed; them- 
selves of the excucaion, by the White Cloud, 
to Sanchoan, Wih the exception of. some 
five or mx porsons, all of these were Roman 
Catholics, who went to worship at tho 
reputed rsting plroo of St. Xavier. . For 
the information of those of our readers who 
are unacquainted with the origin of this 
pilgrimage, we may mention that Francis 
Xuvier, whilst on a voyage to Chini, 
stopped at Sai chean, owing to sickness, 
and died shortly alter Invding, This was 
iu the year 1652, and some two yenrs lator 
on, thograve being opened the body was 
found in perfect preservation, Tt was 
subsequently removed to Goa, and buried 


in quick line, but the faithful believe that 


preservation although somewhat routilated.

‘A 
pleasant run was made to Sanchoav, the 
night being fine and clear, with a pleasant
